The family ol Bonaparte^ were of pure 
Italian ra c e ; there was not a drop el 
French blood in any of them. Their an­ 
cestors had come la from the mainland in 
the early history of Corsica, and their 
names are found in the remote annals of 
Ajaccio. Carl Bonaparte was a p >or gen­ 
tleman of excellent breeding and charac­ 
ter, who married in hl9 youth a young and 
romantic girl, named Letizla Kamoliuo, 
who followed him in ht9 campaigns up to 
the moment ot the birth of Napoleon.

is Impossible to say how much the history 
of Europe owes to the high heart and m- 
dominable spirit of this soldierly woman. 
She never relinquished her authority 
in 
her 
family. 
When 
all 
ber 
children were princes and potentate?, she 
was still the stem, severe Madame Mere. 
The beauty and grace of Joscphene Beau- 
harnals never conquered ber, the sweet 
Tyrolese prettiness of Maria Louise won 
from her only a sort ot contemptuous in­ 
dulgence. 
When her mighty son ruled 
tne continent she was the only human 
being whose chidiogs he regarded or en­ 
dured. She was iaiibful in ber rebukes 
while the sun shone, and when calamity 
came her undaunted spirit was still true 
and devoted to the fallen. Her provincial 
habit of economy stood her in good stead 
in her vigorous old age; she was rich 
when the Empire passed away, aud her 
grandchildren needed her aid. It must 
have been from her that Napoleon took 
bis extraordinary character, tor Carlo Bo­ 
naparte though a brave soldier and ardent 
patriot in his youth, was of au easy ac I 
genial temper, inclined to take the world 
as he found it, and not to insist on having 
it so In his especial way. Atter the Cause 
of Corsican liberty was lost by the success 
of French arms, he accepted the situation 
without regret, aud becoming 
intimate 
with the conquerors he placed as many ol 
his family as possible on the French pen­ 
sion list. His sons Napoleon and Louis, 
were given scholarships at Briennc aud at 
Autun.aod his eldest daughter, Elsie, en­ 
tered the Royal Academy at iSt.Cyr. While 
yet in the prime of life, he died of the 
same deadly disease which was to finish 
Napoleon’s days at St. Helena ; and the 
heroic mother, her responsibilities becom­

Hunting Wild Geese in California. 


Shooting wild geese was in the early days 
of California, an important industry with 
those men wno hunted for the market, aud 
was very attractive to the few amateurs 
that indulged in the sport. In those days 
goose shooting was a profitable business 
for the hunter, and it was no uncommon 
thing for a skillful one to make from $100 
a day, even when he obtained but lour or 
five shot (a shot in 
hunter’s parlance 
meaning the discharge of both barrels) 
The system pursued by the market hunt­ 
ers 
in 
shooting 
the 
geese 
was 
as 
follows: A 
docile 
ox 
was 
generally selected by the hunter tor 
his attendant. Then the geese were sought 
on the large open plains, where they fed 
all through the day, going to water and 
returning morning and evening. 
The 
hunters marked a flock a half or three- I 
quarters of a mile away, and then put the 
ox iu motion, allowing him to teed as he 
went along, in order to make the geese 
remain unconscious of the Im king figure 
that moved behind the ox’s body. 
Old 
goose hunters affirm that these oxen seem­ 
ed to take a delight in assisting the shooter 
to work up his game. They would ap­ 
proach the geese in an indirect way, 
never going straight toward them, and 
apparently 
feeding 
as 
they 
wen: 
along. 
It 
is 
also 
asserted that 
the geese used actually to know, alter be­ 
ing shot at once or twice, the bunters oxen. 
As soon as the hunter got within shot, be 
discharged both barrels, one at the geese 
on the ground and the other a9 they rose, 
bagging from thirty to sixty geese.

either rested the gun on the qx’s back, or

believed he had committed suicide. After 
a week's absence he wrote to Recorder 
Hackett promising to surrender himself on 
October 12. 
He expressed poignant re ­ 
morse. 
Ho was not arrested, but at the 
appointed lime he appeared in the Court 
ut General 
Cessions, 
before Recorder 
Hackett. 
He pleaded guilty to the charge 
of forgery, and his lawyer read a confes­ 
sion aJdrc*3scd to his pastor, wife, and 
friends. 
The substance of this confession was that, 
being trusted with large sums of money, 
he began to feel as if they were his own, 
aud losing speculations at last led him 
to crime. 
Al first he “had thought of 
adam* sin to sia by suicide, but at last 
resolved to meet the crisis meekly and 
frankly.” 
Recorder Hackett passed sentence, and 
in a low days nu was 
sent to Sing Sing 
Orison. 
Ile 
was 
subsequently 
transferred 
to 
Auburn 
Prison. 
He said at that time that he woald never 
ask for a pardon, but woald serve out tao 
full sentence. 
The remains of Mrs Gilman are to be 
buried from Trinity Episcopal church in 
Norwich. 
Mr. Gilman was a native of 
Norwich, and tor many years resided in a 
palatial mansion os Washington street in 
me lasaiouable quarter. Mr. Gilman own* 
ed large manufactories at tne time.

Mr. Gilman’s peculations, and|bis convic­ 
tion and sentence, his wife was completely 
broken down. 
Her reason became de­ 
ranged, aud she spent several months in 
the Hartford (Cono.) Retreat for the In­ 
sane. 
She partially regained her faculties 
and came to Norwich to live. Despite the 
efforts at her J friends she continued to 
brood over her sorrow and her husband’s 
disgrace. 
Two young boys and her 
daughter, Bessie Colt, were her compan­ 
ions. 
About three weeks ag.) Bessie, who 
wus 
aa exceedingly bright and viva­ 
cious girl of 
11, was taken strangely ill, 
a .d died alter a short illness. This second 
blow was latal to Mrs Gilman For many 
days her reason was despaired ot. 
goon 
after me burial ut Bessie the mother in­ 
sisted on a visit to her husband in Auburn 
Slate Prison, although menially and bodily 
unfit for the undertaking. In this city she 
uui a friend who accompanied her to Au­ 
burn. 
On her way home, Mrs. Gilman 
stopped at 
Albauy, aud 
pleaded with 
Governor Robinson for her husband’s par­ 
don. Tho Governor was obdurate in de­ 
w i n g her request.

home completely prostrated.

over a week, 
it is said 
that 
she repeated her visit to Governor Robin­ 
son a lew da>s later, and met with a sec­ 
ond disappointment. 
On last Saturday 
lu lu she broke down.

uutil Monday. 
Her friends endeavored to 
arouse her Monday morning in vain. 
In 
the a1 ie moon Miss Sarah Young called 
and approached her bedside. 
The dying 
woman opened 
her 
eyes, smiled, and 
greeted her visitor. The young lady ap­ 
proached nearer. Then the sick woman 
closed her eyes with a weary smile and died 
without a stuggle 
Yesterday Miss Maria 
Uiioiiu, the dead woman’s sister-in-law, 
went lo Albauy in company with the hus­ 
band of William C. Gilman's wife’s sister, 
and pleaded with Governor Robinson tor 
the forgei’d pardon. 
The Governor was 
unable to resist the pathetic appeal and 
this afternoon Miss Gilman telegraphed 
friends in Norwich: “ William is pardoned. 
Postpone the funeral.” 
When the pardon 
was taken to Gilman in Auburn by his 
sister, he refused to accept it at first, saying 
that he wished to serve out his full sen­ 
tence. After long pleading, he was pre­ 
vailed upon to leave the jail.
